“WHO READS THE BIBLE!” 

“Who phe cared Bible apy 
asked a well young . 
speaking to a group of boys. The 
young man had some education. He 
also seemed to have some money to 
waste, It was a surprise to the boys 
who had made him their hero, and 
also to mothers when a few days 
later they learned he had been put 
in prison, Whether he would read 
it or not he would find the Bible 
waiting for him in his cell, 

A group were enjoying a friendly 
chat when one of the fellows made 
this remark: “I read the Bible in 
the hotel when I stopped there 
overnight, because there was noth- 
ing else to read.” A little later he 
said: “Oh, I found it interesting.” 
We are glad that there are people 
who make it their business to put 
Bibles in prison cells and hotel 
rooms. Some people have walked 
miles and gone without food or rest 
to gain the privilege of reading the 
Bible for an hour or so. Those are 
the people who have handed down 
to us the most cherished values of 
life. 


A speaker addressing a school 
room of some thirty odd children 
asked: “How many of you know the 
Twenty-Third Psalm?” Only one 
one hand went up. How many 
know The Lord’s Prayer? Only two 
hands went up. That of the same 
girl) and that of her little sister. 
Both passages were repeated. Then 
another child asked, “Where can 
we find them, I would like to learn 
these verses?” When a group of 
children are asked, “Ig there a 
Bible in your home?” the answer is 
so often, "We dont konw.” The 
Bible is often on the school desk, 
but unread because there are par- 
ents who object to having it read to 
their children. 

The Communists do not want 
Bible knowledge because when one 
knows the Bible one knows the in- 
dividual is of more value than the 
state. The practical materialists 
do not welcome Bible knowledge, 
because they too know that he who 
knows the Bible, knows that peo- 
ple have more worth than things 
systems, fortunes and big busi- 
ness, He who knows the Bible 
knows the need of reforms, that 
will upset popular practices. Know- 
‘ing the truth which brings people 
and nations true freedom, they seek 
to realize that freedom. Blessed, 
said Jesus, are they who have not 
seen me in the flesh but have be- 
lieved in me and my words. His 
words are found in the Bible. 

A young man with severa] uni- 
versity degrees said, “This faith 
idea that one finds in the Bible is 
all nonsense. You can have open- 
eyed faith in proven principles, and 
in known facts. Otherwise faith is 
a blind leader of the blind.” 

In 1921 Edison wrote, “We don't 
know one millionth part of one per 
cent about anything. We don't know 
what water is. We don't know what 
light ts. We don’t know what gravi- 
tation is. We don’t know what en- 
ables us to keep our feet on the 
ground. We don't know anything 
about magnetism. We do have a lot 
of hypothises about these, and that 
is all. Yet we do not let our ignor- 
ance of these things deprive us of 
their use. We exercise faith and 
these hypothises work.” 

When we exercise faith in the 
Bible truth it works. Every time 
man exercises faith in the Bible, 
its workability and power become 
realities in his experience. The 
foundation of everything that can 
be called progress is faith plus 
knowledge, plus effort.

brought to my office a speciman of 
feed that he had recently pur- 
chased. This was baled nicely and 
at first glance looked like it might 
be good feed.

For- 
tunately the farmer was alert and 
anxious to know about the type of 
weed and how to control it and he, 
through his foresight, will save 
himself a lot of expensive weed 
control by adopting the proper 
course of action now. ;

NEW YORK --. A study group of 
seven scientists said in @ report 
mde public Friday that “scientific 
ev dence establishes beyond reas- 
onible doubt that cigaret smoking 
is A causative factor in the rapidly 
increasing incidence” of lung cane 
cer. 

‘Lung cancer occurs much more 
froquently «5 to 15 times) among 
cigaret smokers than among non- 
smokers, and there is a direct re- 
la..onship between the incidence of 
lurg cancer and the amount smok- 
ed,’ the report said. 

“It is estimated that on a life- 
tire basis, one of every 10 men who 
smoKe over two packs a day will 
die of lung cancer, The comparable 
risk among non-smokers is estimate 
ed at one out of 275.” 

‘Mhe seven scientists were organ- 
iz i into “the study group on 
smoking and health” last June at 
the suggestion of the American 
Caacer Society, the American Heart

RURAL TELEPHONE 
LOANS EXPLAINED 


Loans to rural telephone compan- 
ies under the Alberta government's 
proposed new revolving fund will 
be repayable at 4's per cent and 
will be made for a maximum of 10 
vears 

The bill to set up the revolving 
fund was introduced jn the legisla- 
ture Monday. The government 
plans to put $1,000,000 into the 
fund this year 

While the act would set the in- 
teres, rate at 4's per cent, it also 
would empower the cabinet to “pre- 
scribe such lesser rates or rates of 
interest as may, from time to time, 
be deemed necessary or expedient 
in the interests of rural residents.” 

It would authorize the provincial 
treasurer to establish the fund and 
advance whatever sums of money 
are required. However, the amount
